AIB responds to accusations of potential link to salmonella outbreak 

A CLOSER LOOK

The American Institute of Baking, 
a Manhattan-based company, is a well- 
known corporation in the food industry, 
specializing in food safety and research. 
However, a recent New York Times article 
disputes the company's effectiveness as a 
food auditor. 

The March 6 article identified AIB 
and several other companies that offer 
food safety audits as sharing responsibility 
for recent food poisoning outbreaks. The 
conclusions drawn from audits of sever- 
al companies "show that auditors failed to 
detect problems at plants whose contami- 
nated products later sickened consumers," 
according to the Times article. 

Four of the six members of AIB's se- 
nior management staff hold at least one 
degree from K-State. 

AIB auditor Eugene Hatfield's vis- 
it to the Blakely, Ga., Peanut Corporation 
of America plant in early March 2008 re- 
ceived considerable attention in the Times 
story written by Andrew Martin and Mi- 
chael Moss. Hatfield is identified as an ex- 
pert on fresh produce and was unaware 
that peanuts were "readily susceptible" to 
salmonella, according to the Times arti- 
cle. 

A document available on the AIB Web 
site contends that Hatfield was misrepre- 
sented, and states that Hatfield received a 
bachelor's degree in cellular biology and a 
master's degree in applied biology. It also 
states that Hatfield had worked in a num- 
ber of different areas of the food industry 
and had conducted approximately 200 au- 
dits of peanut facilities in his career. 

The Times article noted that during 
Hatfield's one-day audit he was not re- 
quired to test for the bacteria, which lat- 
er caused an outbreak across the United 
States. Hatfield concluded that the plant 
food safety level of the facility was "supe- 
rior" according to his March 27, 2008, au- 
dit, which was obtained by the Times. 

Federal investigators later discovered 
the PCA had been shipping tainted pea- 
nuts for at least nine months. The compa- 
ny has since filed for Chapter 7 bankrupt- 
cy. 

THE INSPECTION AND ITS EFFECTS 

The PCA knew when Hatfield would 
be inspecting the plant. Maureen Olewnik, 
vice president of audit and technical ser- 
vices for AIB, said the company offers 
both unannounced and announced in- 
spections. She said the certificates the 
company receives clearly denote which in- 
spection took place. 

"We do record [the type of inspec- 
tion] very clearly on the certificate they 
receive and the audit they got," she said. 
"There are pluses and minuses to each. It 
depends on what the customer is looking 
for in that inspector. We try to be trans- 
parent on which one it is so anyone will 
know." 

Since the release of the Times arti- 
cle, AIB now requires a minimum of two 
days or longer to complete an inspection 
at a food processing facility. AIB has also 
announced it will change the name of its 
Good Manufacturing Practices inspection 
certificates from "Certificate of Achieve- 
ment" to "Recognition of Achievement."

Budget cuts to result in fewer professors, larger classes 



K-State's future budget cuts will affect students, fac- 
ulty and staff members. Everyone needs to be aware of 
exactly what is going on, because the university's prob- 
lems will only get worse if we do not work together to 
find a way to help. 

An e-mail sent to the K- State faculty and staff from 
Provost Duane Nellis on March 31 revealed the universi- 
ty is receiving a 7- to 13-percent reduction in State Gen- 
eral Funds, which can amount to more than $12.9 mil- 
lion. 

K- State will also have to pay more for utilities and 
fringe benefits - to name a few increases - resulting in 
$9.6 million more in General Use costs. This means start- 
ing in fiscal year 2010, K-State must come up with $22.5 
million just to keep the campus running as it is now. 

For those who are wondering about money the uni- 
versity - as a land-grant institution - is supposed to get 
from President Barack Obama's stimulus plan, the Kan- 
sas Legislature has restricted its use for deferred main- 
tenance only. In other words, stimulus funds cannot be 
used to pay for everyday costs like utilities, only used for 
predetermined repairs. 

Unfortunately, this is nothing new. K-State has seen 
budget cuts for the last 10 years and has compensated by 
raising tuition and reducing staff numbers. 

According to an e-mail from the Provost's Office, the 
university has more than 200 vacant positions which can- 
not be filled because of money constraints. 



"Many face an increased workload, and some things 
are not being done as well," according to the e-mail. "We 
expect to teach fewer class sections during the coming 
academic year. There will be larger class sizes and heavi- 
er faculty teaching loads." 

These effects are just the beginning of problems to 
come for K-State faculty and staff. According to the e- 
mail, the lack of available teachers and professors might 
make it more difficult for some students to graduate with- 
in their planned goal times. But some departments argue 
that these problems already exist. 

The English department already has reduced its staff 
by about 50 percent, said Elizabeth Dodd, professor of 
English. The most recent staff members to leave were two 
associate professors, Susan Rogers and Imad Rahman. 

Dodd said they resigned during summer 2008 be- 
cause of job positions offered elsewhere. A new associate 
professor, Katherine Karlin, has been hired to fill their 
shoes but will not arrive until the fall semester. 

Dodd said Rogers has offered to work with graduate 
students on their final projects long distance for the 
remainder of this year so they will be able graduate on 
time, though she no longer works for K-State. 

"It would have been very difficult for us to make oth- 
er arrangements for them," Dodd said. 

The engineering department arguably has been the 
most negatively affected by budget cuts during the last 10 
years. 



Professor David Fritchen, professor and head of the 
Department of Architectural Engineering and Construc- 
tion Science, said an acceptable student-to-faculty ra- 
tio should be 20 or 30 to 1. At its last accreditation visit, 
Fritchen said the department was cited as having a ratio 
of 49 to 1 - the highest in the nation. 

In the graduate school of engineering, the staff does 
not have teaching assistants, which forces staff to be ad- 
visers for 45-60 students each, teach three to five classes 
per semester and grade all their own papers, he said. 

Graduate students need one-on-one help to contin- 
ue their education, but with so few slots available, many 
have left the university. 

"It is very painful ... to see our top graduate students 
go to the University of Texas because they can't continue 
graduate work at K-State," Fritchen said. 

To help with K-State's $22.5 million woes, members 
of the Provost's Office plan to discuss a 4-percent tuition 
increase, but this would only bring K-State an additional 
$5.5 million, which is not nearly enough to cover expens- 
es. 

Nellis stated in his e-mail that he and his team are 
"continuing to consider suggestions received from the 
campus community," but only time and hard work will 
tell what the financially unstable future of the university 
will be.

City Commission to review proposals for new City Pool

The Manhattan City Commission is 
scheduled to review designs for a new pool 
to be constructed in City Park by 2010 at 
its work session tonight. The original pool 
closed in June last year because of structural 
failure. 

The project will be funded through a 
0.10 percent sales tax increase, which was 
approved by Manhattan voters in the April 7 
election. 

Two competition-pool sizes have been 
proposed - 50 meters by 25 meters, and 25 
meters by 25 meters. 

The larger pool, according to the agen- 
da, would be beneficial to the Manhattan 
Marlins swim team, but would cost $900,000 
more to construct and $32,291 more to op- 
erate every year. 

A simple pool is not the only item pro- 
posed in the new designs. Aquatic-park style 
amenities might also be included, including 
a Flowrider Wave Surfer, which simulates a 
surfing experience. The addition of the surf- 
ing simulator has been a contributor to oth- 
er cities' incomes in the past. 

One small town's pool went from losing 
$139,000 to making an average of $84,000 a 
year in revenue, according to the agenda. 

Commissioners also plan to review the 
addition of other aquatic-park features like a 
lazy river and water slides. 

The work session will be broadcast live 
on local cable channel 3 at 5 p.m.

It looks like Bob is here 
to spread around a little joy. But there 
seems to be a lot of rumors going around 
about this chubby Santa, because not 
long ago, Santa decided he needed a little 
more room in his sled, so he made a call 
to Enzyte about natural male enhance- 
ment. And after a few short weeks, what 
did he get? 

"Why, not only a sleigh full of confi- 
dence and a sack full of pride - it looks 
like Bob got the one thing every lady 
likes - the joy of a gift that keeps on giv- 
ing. Yes, with things heating up on the 
old North Pole, it looks like there's no 
mistaking this Santa for an elf anymore." 

In other words, Bob is here to spread 
his semen around because he has been 
taking Enzyte for a few weeks and has 
a raging, hard erection and full testicles, 
which is great, because that is the never- 
ending Christmas present every woman 



wants. And because Bob is taking Enzyte, 
no one will assume he has a small penis 
any more.

Obama must choose wisely on Africa policy

Even if we were to disre- 
gard all the cynical barbs about 
oil thirst and manifest destiny, the 
United States' ongoing struggle to 
stabilize the Middle East has yield- 
ed some troubling consequences. 

We have spent a great deal of 
diplomatic capital over the past 
few years in assembling all our 
various "coalitions of the willing," 
and even leaving aside the impor- 
tant role humanitarian aid should 
play in our policy, if a real threat 
were to suddenly emerge (e.g., 
Russia, North Korea, Iraq, Syr- 
ia, Pakistan), we might be left high 
and dry. Where exactly does this 
leave President Barack Obama? 

Hopefully learning from the 



geopolitical mistakes his predeces- 
sors made in Africa. 

The year was 1994, a lifetime 
ago in African politics. Civil unrest 
was rampant, social collapse was 
imminent, and after having given 
the nasty idea some deliberation 
and tests in the international press, 
the U.S. and other United Nations 
members withdrew their peace- 
keepers as quietly as they could 
and watched as the region implod- 
ed entirely. 

The lives of at least half a mil- 
lion Tutsi probably could have 
been saved, former President 
Bill Clinton himself admitted lat- 
er, if he'd sent even a few thou- 
sand of the requested troops. The 
withdrawal from Rwanda was the 
darkest hour of his presidency, he 
said, and like many, many others, 
I won't disagree. We shouldn't for- 
get, though, that he simply turned 
around and twice repeated him- 
self, first with Bosnia and then 
with Kosovo. 

And, of course, we mustn't 
forget about Somalia, the war-torn 
coastal nation two countries to the 
east of Rwanda; its infrastructure 
has been irreparably destroyed by 



a civil war that promises never to 
end. Its culture is under the hid- 
eous spell of Sharia law, and its in- 
ternational significance these days 
consists mostly of chatter among 
pundits about its ongoing problem 
with piracy. "Black Hawk Down" 
came out not 10 years ago, and al- 
ready, we have forgotten every- 
thing we might have learned about 
human solidarity. 

Actually, that's not true - we 
never learned anything about it in 
the first place, and the only reason 
anyone saw the movie is because 
it gave us a romanticized impres- 
sion of ourselves - never mind the 
collapsing scenery of Mogadishu. 
A century from now, the cities of 
Somalia will still be getting riddled 
with mortars, and we will still be 
watching that movie, clapping as 
the credits roll. 

This is not to excuse former 
President George W. Bush; what- 
ever he might have been fighting 
for in Iraq, it seems inexcusable 
that he didn't notice Darfur, the 
region of western Sudan in which 
the government has essentially de- 
cided to orchestrate genocide as a 
matter of public policy. Not that 



the rest of the world bothered to 
do anything, either. Never before 
has so much shouting and holler- 
ing about injustice from so many 
disparate sources led to so little. 
Yet again, while the U.N. member 
states quibble about jurisdiction 
and responsibility, another country 
rots in the heart of darkness. 

So say whatever you wish 
about our incursions into Iraq and 
Afghanistan; it's too easy these 
days to take shots at Clinton and 
Bush, but we must ask, what kind 
of legacy have they left their suc- 
cessor? And more importantly, 
what will the Obama Doctrine be? 
What can our new president learn 
from Africa? 

It is clearly true that borrow- 
ing neoconservatism from Bush 
will land him in a quagmire, but if 
he just squirms, spins around and 
adopts the stupid isolationism of 
Pat Buchanan, it won't be mere- 
ly cowardice, but protocol. Please 
choose wisely, Mr. President.

Welcome back for the fourth 
installment of "Let's Get Physical!' 
Today, we will focus on the muscles of your 
hips and thighs. With toned glutes, quadriceps 
and hamstrings, you'll be ready to break out 
those shorts once spring finally decides 
No weights are to arrive, 

needed for these exercises, 
but if you'd like to add some re- 
sistance, you can find 4-pound an- 
kle weights for around $14 at ^ 
Target. 




Begin by standing with your feet 
slightly wider than shoulder width 
apart. Turn your toes out to a 45-degree 
angle. Slowly lower yourself into a 
squat until your knees are at 90-degree 
angles. Return to the starting position. 
It is important to make sure your knees 
stay above your ankles and that they 
do not go past your toes when doing 
this exercise. Putting too much stress 
on your knees could result in injury. Do 
three to five sets of 12 squats. If you 
would like a more advanced version 
of this exercise, try doing one set nor- 
mally, one with your right heel raised, 
one with your left heel raised, and one 
with both heels raised. This will help 
work on your balance while giving your 
quadriceps a great workout. 




For this exercise, begin on your hands and knees with your hands 
directly beneath your shoulders and your knees directly beneath your 
hips. Kick your right leg back so your thigh is parallel to the floor, and bend 
your knee to a 90-degree angle. The sole of your foot should be pointed 
straight toward the ceiling. Press your leg up like you are trying to kick the 
ceiling. You should feel this exercise in your gluteus muscles. Do three sets

Begin by lying on your back with your knees bent and your feet flat 
on the floor, like you are preparing to do some crunches. Keep your shoul- 
ders on the ground, and press your hips up so your thighs and torso are 
in a straight line. Make sure to remember to breathe and to engage your 
gluteus muscles as well as your abs, hamstrings and quads. Hold this for a 
count of eight, and relax back into the starting position. Repeat five times.

Before every sport begins, 
almost every team has aspira- 
tions of championships and 
successful seasons.

The K-State baseball team has already reached historic 
heights on numerous occasions this season and now it can 
hang the highest national ranking in school history on its 
mantle of accomplishments. 

Baseball America voted the Cats No. 21 in its most recent 
poll after the Wildcats took two of three from preseason-No. 
1 Texas A&M at Tointon Family Stadium this weekend. 

The Cats will look to continue their success with a mid- 
week two-game series against instate rival Wichita State that 
is scheduled to begin today at Tointon Family Stadium. The 
second game will be played Wednesday in Wichita at Eck Sta- 
dium. 

Wichita State (20-13), a perennial college-baseball power- 
house, has had another solid season, including a series win 
over the No. 11 Pepperdine Wave. The Shockers come in win- 
ning seven of their last ten and will give the Cats (26-9, 7-5 Big 
12 Conference) all they can handle. 

It has been a magical run thus far for the Wildcats as they 
have had one of the best seasons in school history and have a 
chance to eclipse many more records by the end of the season, 
including overall and conference wins. 

The Cats have taken on skipper Brad Hill's approach to the 
game and work ethic to take the ball club to a new level when 
many felt they didn't have the talent or depth to compete in 
the Big 12. 

This attitude is exemplified by junior ace A.J. Morris. 

"We expected, as a team, to be good and this is just a real 
cohesive team that is special and works well together," he said. 
"Where we are is what we expected and if we weren't, we 
would be disappointed." 

Morris has done a nice job of lifting the Cats as he was re- 
cently named to Baseball America's midseason All-American 
squad. 

Morris has been nearly unhittable all season. His devas- 
tating fastball-slider repertoire has helped him boast the na- 
tion's best ERA (1.19) among starters with at least 25 innings. 
He also carries a perfect 9-0 record in nine starts, which ties 



him for first in school history in wins in a season. Morris also 
ranks in the top five in nearly every pitching category in the 
Big 12. 

Senior starter Lance Hoge has provided the Cats with a 
sound second hurler to send to the hill. Hoge is not as electric 
as Morris but uses his pitches effectively and lets his defense 
do the work. He has maintained sub-4.00 ERA nearly all sea- 
son and has a 4-2 record in eight starts this season. 

Sophomore reliever Thomas Rooke has also come on 
strong, being the rock in the bullpen the Cats envisioned him 
as at the beginning of the year. Rooke has pitched in numer- 
ous relief roles this year, and whether it be as a long reliever 
or a late-inning stopper, he has thrived. The left-hander has 
compiled a sub-3.00 ERA and 4-0 record in 17 appearances. 

Throughout the Wildcat lineup this season, a solid ap- 
proach and good at-bats have been evident all year. This is 
why the Cats rank second in the league in team batting aver- 
age and third in runs despite not having a batter ranked in the 
top- 10 in home runs. 

Junior first baseman Justin Bloxom has been solid, starting 
all 35 games and leading the team in batting average (.381), 
hits (51), home runs (6) and slugging percentage (.612). 

Meanwhile, across the diamond at the hot corner sopho- 
more third baseman Jason King has been a clutch-hit machine, 
driving in 40 runs to lead the team. He also ranks tied for first 
in the Big 12 in doubles with 13. 

Sophomore second baseman Carter Jurica and senior short- 
stop Drew Biery have once again anchored the middle infield 
and fit perfectly into Hill's hit-and-run, sacrifice-oriented of- 
fensive approach that includes taking a lot of pitches and be- 
ing efficient at the plate, on the base paths, and in the field. 

K-State is scheduled to start freshman Kayvon Bahramza- 
deh (2-1) today and junior Ryan Daniel (1-1) Wednesday in 
Wichita. Wichita State is set to counter with Cameron Mal- 
donado (1-0) and Brian Flynn (1-2). 

First pitch for this evening is scheduled for 6:30 p.m. at 
Tointon Family Stadium and a tailgate party is scheduled for 
5:30 p.m. in the Bramlage Coliseum Parking Lot behind the 
left-field wall, weather permitting. The game can be seen on 
channel 22 on Cox Cable.

EXPECTATIONS HIGH FOR CATS 
IN 2009-10 

The 2008-09 men's basketball 
season is barely finished, and ear- 
ly rankings for 2009-10 have al- 
ready placed high expectations for 
K-State next season. 

The Wildcats, who return four 
starters and 10 lettermen from 
2008-09, received rankings in both 
The Sporting News (23rd) and 
Rivals.com (24th) early 2009-10 
Top 25 polls, while the squad was 
one of "Ten More to Watch" by 
CBSSports.com. The team posted 
both its third consecutive 20-win 
season and postseason appearance 
in 2008-09. K-State advanced to 
the second round of the NIT, where 
they lost to top-seeded San Diego 
State, to conclude the year with a 
22-12 overall record and a 9-7 mark 
in Big 12 play. 



In all, K-State was one of four 
Big 12 Conference teams ranked 
by The Sporting News, along with 
Kansas (second), Texas (eighth) 
and Oklahoma (21st), while the 
Wildcats were one of three in the 
Rivals.com poll, along with Kansas 
(first) and Texas (ninth).

When Jen Mayekawa came to K-State, she said she was 
totally unprepared for the beginning and ending of her cheer- 
leading career - both of which came completely by acci- 
dent. 

"I had no idea - this opportunity literally fell into my 
lap," Mayekawa said. 

Mayekawa, senior in Spanish and pre-nursing, had been 
a gymnast most of her life and competed until she developed 
a progressive wrist injury that led her to retire from gymnas- 
tics at age 16. Mayekawa then took up coaching and judg- 
ing gymnastics instead. While at K-State, she would go to a 
local gym to play around and try the moves she once com- 
peted with during its open gyms. It was then that Mayekawa 
was discovered by K-State's former cheer coach, who told her 
there was a spot for her on the cheer team if she wanted it. 

"The former cheer coach told me if I could perform a 
running full at tryouts, then I was guaranteed a spot on the 
team," she said. 

Mayekawa tried out for and made the team in spring 
2005, right before the spring football game, which meant she 
only had a short time to learn how to be a cheerleader. 

Mayekawa said she was excited to try something new 
and her parents found it amusing she was going to be a cheer- 
leader because of her background as a gymnast, but have 
been her biggest supporters. 

"I was the gymnast, never the cheerleader," Mayekawa 
said. "Just the idea of my dad seeing his gymnast daughter 
cheering was amusing to him." 

She cheered for K-State on the football, basketball and 
volleyball squads from 2005 to 2007 and took a break to study 
abroad in Spain during the 2007-08 school year. Mayekawa 
rejoined the team in fall 2008 and cheered with the team un- 
til Oct. 4, 2008, when she tore her Achilles tendon at the 
home football game against Texas Tech. 

"I remember I felt fine, but right before I went onto the 
field to celebrate a touchdown I stretched my Achilles ten- 
don," Mayekawa said. "One of my teammates asked me why 
I was stretching out one of my muscles, and I replied, 'Be- 



cause I swear one of these days, if I don't keep stretching my 
Achilles tendon, I'm gonna blow it out.' Twenty seconds later 
I was sitting on the field with a blown-out Achilles tendon." 

Mayekawa said she knew immediately what had hap- 
pened, though it had occurred with hardly any warning. She 
said most of what happened next is a blur, other than be- 
ing carried off to the sidelines. Mayekawa spent the next six 
hours in the hospital and said that even the slightest move- 
ment caused her an enormous amount of pain. On Oct. 9, 
she underwent surgery to repair the tendon. 

Mayekawa was told she would never cheer again, but on 
March 7, she once again donned the purple uniform for Se- 
nior Day at the men's basketball game. She also had the op- 
portunity to cheer in the first round of the National Invita- 
tional Tournament at K-State. 

Mayekawa is still undergoing physical therapy from her 
surgery and has had to cheer in a walking cast. She has been 
asked to finish her cheerleading career by cheering at this 
year's spring football game on May 2. 

"My favorite moment would have to be Senior Day, de- 
spite the fact that I was in my walking cast and could not 
participate a whole lot," Mayekawa said. "I just felt so much 
support from my coach, my parents, my teammates and even 
strangers who walked up to me and thanked me for what I 
had done for K-State. It felt incredible." 

Mayekawa said she has received an enormous amount 
of support from head cheerleading coach Dannielle Ruoff. 

"The fact that I had such a wonderful senior year is all 
due to my coach, Dannielle Ruoff," Mayekawa said. "She's 
more than a coach to me - she's a mentor and a friend." 

Ruoff, who has been with the squad since August 2008, 
said she has really enjoyed working with Mayekawa and 
wished she could have had more time to work with her. 

"She was an outstanding cheerleader, very talented gym- 
nast and excellent student-athlete," Ruoff said. 

Mayekawa will graduate in May and begin nursing 
school at St. Luke's School of Nursing in Kansas City, Mo., in 
the fall. 

"I find it really odd how I accidentally fell into cheerlead- 
ing and accidentally fell out of it due to my injury," Mayekawa 
said, "but I feel very blessed to have had it in my life."

Class offers historical perspective on death, cemeteries

It started with an effort to offer 
a different kind of reading for a his- 
tory course. 

Albert Hamscher, professor of 
history, found what he was look- 
ing for in a book examining atti- 
tudes toward death and dying dat- 
ing back to the Middle Ages. The 
book, written by French historian 
Philippe Aries, quickly became a 
favorite of students in Hamscher's 
history classes in the mid-1970s. 

In response to their requests, 
Hamscher created a course exam- 
ining the subject matter in-depth. 
The History of Death and Dying, 
HIST 520, has been a mainstay in 
the department ever since. 

The new nature of the subject 
has intrigued students like Bethany 
Graves, senior in history. 

"I have never even thought 
of death as being part of histo- 
ry," she said. "It's just a complete- 
ly new topic that never gets boring 
or repetitive because it's a very new 
subject." 

Hamscher said he incorpo- 
rates classical basic works for the 
first half of the course, and focuses 
on individual topics in discussion 
during the last part of the class. 

"I change those so I don't get 
stale," he said. "Last week, we did 



the 'Black Death' - I think I did 
that the previous year, but not the 
year before. We did something else 
the year before that. We did a book 
on suicide in history or something 
like that." 

Hamscher, who has studied, 
written scholarly articles and edit- 
ed a book on cemeteries, also in- 
corporates his research into the 
class. 

Students took a field trip to 
Sunset Cemetery Monday to see 
what they had been studying. 

"I think it will be interesting 
to see some of the things we have 
talked about and to see the transi- 
tion over time," said Aimee McLen- 
don, senior in history. "The actual 
markers that people have left and 
how people have chosen to reflect 
what they think is important." 

Detecting cultural trends and 
attitudes related to death and dying 
are not limited to analyzing head- 
stones. During a recent class, Ham- 
scher led a discussion about what 
local, state and national responses 
would be to an epidemic of Black 
Death proportions. Some students 
said they thought scientists or pol- 
iticians would be the scapegoats in 
this situation. 

"The No. 1 thing that emerges 
is that we are a much more self-cen- 
tered society today than I think at 
any other point in history," McLen-

don said. "That influences how we 
see mass catastrophe and suffering 
and dying and that sort of thing." 
Noticing the changes and mi- 



nor nuances in attitudes toward 
death and dying has proven inter- 
esting, students said. 

"I don't normally think about 



death in a historical context, but 
now learning about everything, I'll 
be interested to see how it changes 
through my lifetime," Graves said.

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AIB | Professor: 'Culture of food safety 7 necessary in facilities as well as testing, inspection

auditors have been "overwhelmed" by the 
task of guarding the nation's food supply, 
according to the Times article. Audits of 
food companies are not mandated by the 
government and are often an attempt by 
corporations to minimize liability and en- 
sure safety. 

Inspections by third-party food audi- 
tors are often significantly cheaper than 
those offered by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, adding to the allure of the in- 
spections. 

But there are questions of impartial- 
ity. Usually, the companies being inspect- 
ed pay food auditors. A document on AIB's 
Web site notes that auditors are expected to 
maintain a professional relationship with 
personnel at each facility they audit. 

"The relationships [auditors] build can 
be collaborative and cordial but cannot im- 
pinge upon the necessity to remain objec- 
tive and impartial," it reads. "This is espe- 
cially important when auditors identify un- 
satisfactory situations that can result in a 
facility failing an inspection." 

Audits generally are only conducted at 
the manufacturing plants. Suppliers often 
go unexamined. According to the Times 
article, one plant in Pennsylvania, which 
manufactured Veggie Booty, a healthy 
snack, received an "excellent" rating from 
AIB in 2007. The plant's Chinese supplier, 
which was not inspected, sickened 2,000 
people in 19 states with salmonella-tainted 
spices. 

ISSUES AND ACTION 

Food products are rarely tested for 
pathogens during audits, according to the 
Times article. That is only the beginning 
of issues with third-party food audits, said 



Doug Powell, associate professor of diag- 
nostic medicine and pathobiology and ed- 
itor of barfblog.com, an online food safety 
blog. 

"Third-party food audits, like restau- 
rant inspection, are a snapshot in time," 
Powell said. "They are not indicative of 
what happens day in and day out. It doesn't 
really tell you much. There are some audits 
that are OK. It depends on the auditor. 

"My concern is that - and I have done 
a lot of work with farmers and producers 
and companies - what you really want is to 
help people become better with food safe- 
ty, whereas an audit is just a checklist that 
penalizes people. That doesn't necessarily 
help people get better with food safety." 

To respond to problems with third-par- 
ty auditors, two large companies are taking 
action. Kellogg has said it is reviewing all 
audits conducted by the American Institute 
of Baking. 

Costco, a retail store, which previously 
limited AIB's inspections to its bakery ven- 
dors, has now instructed suppliers to not 
use AIB at all. 

MORE QUESTIONS ARISE 

Nonetheless, a move toward more au- 
dits conducted by third-party companies 
had been increasing in recent months lead- 
ing up to the problems with the PCA. A 
document developed by the FDA as "guid- 
ance for industry" and released in Decem- 
ber 2008 proposed expanding the role 
played by third-party food auditors. 

AIB also sells educational services to 
food industry personnel. According to the 
Times article, the PCA said some of its em- 
ployees attended the organization's food 
safety training classes. 

"Audits provide nearly half the income 
for the organization, according to tax fil- 
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ings and the organization's Web site," the 
article stated. 

The company's role as an educator and 
inspector has troubled some in the food in- 
dustry, according to the Times article. Cost- 
co has rejected proposals by AIB to inspect 
all of its food suppliers. 

"The American Institute of Baking is 
bakery experts," said R. Craig Wilson, the 
top safety official at Costco. "But you stick 
them in a peanut butter plant or in a beef 
plant, they are stuffed." 

While third-party food auditors had 
their share of problems detecting the issues 
at the PCA, state inspectors did not fare 
much better. However, a federal team of in- 
vestigators uncovered many signs in Feb- 
ruary 2009, along with testing records pro- 
duced by the company showing the pres- 
ence of salmonella in its products as far 
back as June 2007. 

Federal investigators found mold 
growing in the ceiling and walls of the 
firm's cooler used for finished product stor- 
age. Water stains were also observed run- 
ning down from the cooling unit fans in 
the cooler. On Jan. 10, the date of the ob- 
servation, pallets of finished products were 
stored directly below this unit. In addition, 
inspectors found it "visually difficult to dis- 
cern" which containers contained finished 
products and which contained raw prod- 
ucts. 

The AIB Web site attributes this to a 
lack of a plant manager from June to Oc- 
tober 2008, which is only the beginning of 
their explanation. 

"The Blakely, [Ga.], facility was a high- 
ly complicated operation with aging equip- 
ment that required constant upkeep and at- 
tention to remain within acceptable sanita- 
tion levels," the AIB Web site noted. "Four 
months without day-to-day ongoing tech- 



nical oversight would be more than enough 
time to cause such a facility's condition to 
decline." 

As of March 17, there were 691 official- 
ly reported cases of salmonella poisoning 
in the outbreak, according to the Center for 
Disease Control's Web site. At least nine 
people have died, according to an April 9 
Fox News report. 

An additional audit by NSF Cook & 
Thurber, another food auditing company, 
also found "minor" problems at the PCA 
plant but gave the plant a 91 out of 100 
overall score. Officials at NSF contend that 
for their audits, 91 is a low score. Accord- 
ing to the Times article, the American In- 
ternational Group, who commissioned 
the audit, then "sold the peanut compa- 
ny insurance to cover the costs of recalling 
products, according to lawyers for the Pea- 
nut Corporation." 

On March 19, the U.S. House of Rep- 
resentatives Committee on Energy and 
Commerce's Subcommittee on Oversight 
and Investigations led a hearing on the sal- 
monella outbreak and the role of third-par- 
ty food auditors in protecting the nation's 
food supply. AIB's audit at the PCA facility 
was referenced, but AIB's Web site called 
the references to AIB's audit a "mischarac- 
terization." 

Powell said certain measures can be 
taken to ensure a safer food supply. 

"You cannot inspect your way to a safe 
food supply," he said. "Testing and inspec- 
tion are important, but they are not enough. 
You have to have preventive measures in 
place, and what you need is a culture of 
food safety in every food safety plant. 

"After the PCA plant, you had all the 
employees saying [the PCA facility] was a 
dump. It would have been nice for them to 
say that before nine people died."
